FATAL SEQUEL TO RUSH 
: ATTACK. 

Our Cork ‘Cérrespondent telegraphs :—A 
desperate batile took place in the early hours of 
Sunday morning, when the Cloyne Police Station 
(about twelve miles from Cork City) was at- 
tacked. by raiders, The police made 4 i 
defence, and the battle ended aniy when 
the building was burned over the heads 
of the garrison, one of their number shot 
through the head, and three of the raiders’ 
wounded, two it is believed mortally. 

Shorily after midnight a party of about 200 
men, armed with revolvers, rifles, saot guns, 
and bombs expelléd the occupants cf houses ad- 
joining the police barracks, having previously 
isolated the village by cutting the telegraph 
and telephone wires, and made the adjoining 
roads impassable by felling trees across them. 

In the first fusilade the windows of the bar- 
rack were shattered, and the defenders promptly 
replied with riflés and hand grenades, The 
raiders next plaged gelignite in part of the 
wall, and a terrific explosion made a large aper- 
ture, e ing the kitchen of the 
which was being defended by Constable Dunn. 
The raiders tried to enter by this means, but 
were again and again repelled by its brave de- 
fender; while the other occupants kept up a 
steady fire on thé enemy. 

The attackers yiext reached the roof of the 
barracks, and, pouring oil upon it, set it alight, 
and forced the garrison to move down to the 
ground floor, where they still fought, but at 
2 a.m. the fire had eaten its way down to them, 
and they were forced to surrender. They were 
then deprived of their arms and accoutrements. 
Prior to this Constable Dunn was seriously 
wounded by a ballet in the head, and now lies 
in a critical state in the Cork Military Hos- 
pital, whither he was removed on Sunday morn- 
ing by motor. ' 

Three raiders were seen being removed 
wounded, two, it is stated, mortally. The 
pare 2 adjoining the barracks were also involved 
in flames. 

Later accounts of the attack show thet the 
raiders sGcured only one rifle, as the garrison, 
before surrendering the place, stored the other 
rifles, revolvers, grenades, and ammunition i 
an upper room, and they were destroyed when 
the fire reached them. The explosion was of an 
extremely violent character. 

The garrison, consisting of Sergeant Grace 
and Constables Dunne, Boland, Bartley, Con- 
naughton, and |O’Donoghoe, were marched a 
distance of halfia mile outside the town, whet 
the leader of the attacking party, addressing 
them, said, “We will mot shoot you.” The 
police were thep set at liberty, and permitted 
to return without molestation to the town, 
where they were soon, after joined by a party 
of military and police which arrived from Cork.

. Some short time ago an unsuccessful raid was 
made on the barracks, with the result that 


barbed wire entanglements, iron barred and 
sandbagged windows. The first intimation the 
police had was a volley. of on the roof, 
which was followed by a trem rifle fire. 
a police responded with an equally vigorous 


The attackers then entered the adjoining 
licensed premises of Patrick McManus, a retired 
policeman, and seized the proprietor, bound him 
with ropes, and conveyed him to an out-office 
outside the danger zone. They then proceeded 
to bore a number of holes through McManus’s 
wall, from which they bombed the barracks 
with gelignite. They then entered through the 
breach in the wall, and forced the police back. 

At this stage the police retired to the rear of 
the buildings, from which they withstood the 
terrific siege for a considerable time. The 
fight had lasted for over four hours, and the 
leader of the attacking crowd through a mega- 
phone called on the police to surrender. 
Sergeant Trainor shouted “Never,” and the 
police replied with another fusillade. 

With potato sprayers the attacking party 
sprayed the front of the premises with petrol 
and paraffin, and then set fire to the premises, 
which were soon a mass of flame. It was 
only when the roof was about to collapse that 
the police retired to the rear of the building. 

Strange to say, in all the firing from both 
sides there was no casualty, eo far as is known 
Constable Forster had a narrow escape, a bullet 
perforating his great coat at the right shoulder. 

The barracks has been reduced to a heap of 
ruins, nothing being left standing but a few 
walls. Sergeant Trainor’s furniture, with the 
exception of a few articles, has been completely 
demolished. The premises directly opposite 
the barracks were very much damaged by the 
firing, and the premises of Mr, M‘Manus ad- 


joining the barracks have been seriously in-. 


jured, the side wall next the barracks being 
demolished with the force of the explosions. 

All the roads leading into the town were 
barricaded with timber, gates, and stones. The 
telegraphic and telephonic communication were 
completely cut off, and during the attack a 
number of the raiders kept up a continuous 
fusillade of rifle fire in all the streets of the 
town, to the great terror of the inhabitants. 
The side wall of the Ulster Bank, which is im- 
mediately next the barracks, was considerably 
damaged. 

About 5 o'clock the attacking party melted 
away as mysteriously ae it came. During 
Sunday Newtownhamilton, otherwise one of the 
quietest little towns in Ulster, was the scene of 
tremendous excitement and great military and 
police activity. 

Our Newry Correspondent, referring to the 
attack at Newtownhamilton, says:—lIt is stated 
that a wounded raider was seen being carried 
away, and that traces of blood were s 
quently discovered on the Dundalk road. y 
what method the raiders arrived is not known.

- MISCREANTS ESCAPE, | 
CONSTABLE’S FUTILE 
Another shooting outrage was added ‘carly 
on Saturday forenoon to the long series wl.ich 
has sullied the reputation of the City of Dub- 
lin during the past ten months, a deliberate 
attempt being made to assassinate a detective 
sergeant of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 
The victim of the outrage ie Sergeant Richard 
J. Revell, a man of about 42 years of age, with 
25 years police service. He is a married man,

The 
the shooting is about 100 yards from Doyle a 
corner, and nearly opposite the Bohemian 
icture Theatre. Some of those who happened 
to be near the écene state that they saw Ser- 
geant Revell cycling along the roadway towards 
the city, when three men suddenly stepped out 
from footpath on to the tram lines, pul 
out firearms, and fired at the unfortunate man 
at point blank range. Some four or five shots 
were fired in rapid succession, Sergeact 
Revell’s bicycle swerved towards the footpatb 
on the right hand side, and he collapsed, fall- 
ing heavily, head first, on the pavement at 
the edge of the kerbstone. He made a convul- 
sive effort as though to rise, and then his body 
ate go gh out, and he lay still upon his back. 
Bh wag gushing from a wound in his neek. In 
the meantime several women who were in the 
vieinity went to the aid of the wounded man. 
Some of them unfastened his collar and shirt, and 
sought to staunch the blood that was flowin 
from the wound in his neck. Sergeant Reve 
whose courage and fortitude were remarkable, 
said to his helpers: “Send for my wife— 
Connaught street.” A lady who knew him, and 
who was uainted with Mrs. Revell, imme- 
diately complied with the request, and went to 
Connaught street, where she found the ser- 
eant’s wife standing at her own doorway, 
aving been alarmed by the exploding of the 
shots. In the meantime another of the women 
who had gone to the aid of the wounded man 
asked him if she would summon a priest, 
Sergeant Revell explained that he was 
a Protestant. Some other persons, un- 
aware of the fact, called a priest. 
Rev. Father Comerford, of St. Peter's. 
Phibsborough, arrived at the spot a few 
minutes later, but it was explained to him that 
the injured’.man did not belong to his church, 
and he withdrew. The Corporation ambulance 
was telephoned for from a victualler’s shop 
near by, and promptly proceeded to the scene. 
In the meantime Mrs. Revell went down to 
Phibsborough road, and found her husband, 
lying bleeding upon the roadway. She knelt 


his head in her arms, and remained there 
with him until the ambulance arrived. He 
asked the ambulance men to take him to the 
Adelaide Hospital, and they complied with his 
request, his wife accompanying him in the 
vehicle. The scene was a very painful one, and 
many of the onlookers were deeply touched, 
while moved to admiration by the calmness of 
the injured man. He conversed with those 
about him, and, in reply to a question, said 
that he could identify one of his assailants. 
ASSAILANTS ESCAPE. 

In the meantime the assailants had made 
good their se A lady, residing close 
to the scene of the outrage, described how she 
was at her door when ghe heard same 
four shots fired in rapid succession. 
Before the firing ceased she saw a man fall 
from his bicycle on to the edge of the footpath. 
He made an attempt to rise, but was unable 
to do so, , Then she saw two very tall men 
| running in the direction of the Cross Guns 
| Bridge. Immediately afterwards ehe saw a 
| uniformed potceman, who was on duty at 
| Doyle’s corner, running past with a revolver 

in his hand, shouting “Stop those men.” 
| No one, however, attempted to stop them, and 
the constable, who was hampered by his over- 
coat, was rapidly outdistanced by the assassins, 
who made. their escape in the direction of 
Glasnevin. 

A little girl, who happened to be looking out 
of the window of her home, told a somewhat 
similar story of seeing a man cycling along the 
street towards the city, hearing four or five 
shots fired rapidly, teeing the cyclist fall on 
his back on the footpath and a crowd gather 
about him, and someone bring him a glass of 
water. She did not see anyone on the strect 
when the shots were fired, but thought that 
they came from the Glasnevin side of the street. 
A lady described how she was in her kitchen 
when she heard the shooting. She ran to her 
garden gate, and saw a girl get off her bicycle 
on the roadway and a man lying on the foot- 
path huddled up. She ran back and called 
her husband, who came out and gave the 
wounded man a drink of water and a little 
whiskey. The wounded man was able to talk. 
i and_told them that he was Sergeant Revell, and 
lived in Connaught- street. and someone went 
for his wife. He said that he could identify 
one of the men who shot him. He was covered 
with blood from a wound in his neck,; and 
seemed to have other wounds as well. 

“ STOP THE MURDERERS.”’ 

The spot where Sergeant Revell fell was out- 
side the garden gate of No. 78 Phibsborough 
road, and a Miss Flynn, who lives in the 
house, stated that when she heard the shots 
she went out. On reaching the gate she saw a 
uniformed policeman running towards the Cross 
Guns Bridge, and a man lying on the footpath, 
with a bicycle beside him. number of 

eople went to his aid, and she, being 
frightened, returned to the house. Another 
lady described how she recognised Sergeant 
Revell, and at once ran to tell his wife, whom 
she found standing outside her own door. Mrs. 
Revell ran down, and was beside her husband 
till the ambulance came. 

A young man, who was cycling from Glas- 
nevin to business in the city, related how he 
heard the shots, and saw Sergeant Revell 
collapse and fall, head foremost, to the ground. 
Some women who were passing ran to his 
assistance. The shots appeared to come from 
persons on the footway froth the Glasnevin 
side of the Bohemian Picture Theatre. He 
saw about four or five men—ordinary looking 
men, and fairly well dressed—running along 
towards the Cross Guns Bridge from the scene 
of the shooting. Some of t men had re- 
volvers, The police constable on point duty at 
4 Doyle's corner ran up, and paused for a moment 
to look at the wounded man, whom he 
apparently recognised. The constable had a 
revolver in his hand, and then ran in pursuit 
of the four or five men towards Glasnevin. 
shouting “Stop the murderers.” He failed 
to overtake the men, and did not fire his re- 
volver. When the policeman.reached the Croas 
Guns Bridge the men had apparently got out of 
sight, for he returned to where the wounded 
man lay, and put his revolver back in the 
holster. 

When he was taken to the Adelaide Hospital 
it was found, on examination by the surgeons; 
that Sergeant Revell had a bullet wound in the 
neck, under the left ear, while there were two 
bullet wounds in the left arm, which was 
fractured, and .a fourth bullet was lodged in 
the leg. All the bullets appeared to have been 
fired from behind. It is stated that the 
sergeant was armed with an automatic pistol, 
but, of course, in the circumstances, he was 
unable to return the fire. Shortly after his 
admission to. hospital an operation was per- 
formed, and it wae subsequently stated that 
the patient was making favourable progress, 
and that his life was not considered to be in 
danger. i 

lt was learned on ingniry at the Adelaide 
Hospital this morning that Sergeant Revell is 
progressing favourably, and is now out of 
danger. |

ENGINEERING TRADES UNION. 


IRISH ORGANISATION FORMED. 

At a meeting of men eng in the engineer- 
ing trades, whith wes held in the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Joseph Tormey 
presiding, it was devided to establish a tradé 
anion te cater for all the men im the engineer- 
ihg industry, the union to be called the Irish 
Engineering, Shipbuilding, and Foundry Trades 
Uniow, and to appoint an organising committees 
to act as a provisional executive, with power to 
add to its number, to frame rules to govern the 
union. 

The meeting wae convened to consider the 
formation of an Irish trades union to be com- 
posed of the following trades in the engineer- 
ing indostry Fitters, pattern workers, boiler- 
makers, blackemiths, brass finishers, iron and 
brees monRlers, electricians, and machinists. 
In the cireuler which called the meeting it was 
stated that this decision had been arrived at as 
a result of the action of different English exeeu- 
tives in connection with the treatment meted 
out to. their Trish members on several occasions. 

The Chairmen said that the necessity for the 
proposed. union was obvious to most men, They 
often found that their interests and the in- 
terests of the people across the Channel clashed, 
amd ther could not always view matters from 
the same standpoint. They-were progressirg in 
the Labour movement in Ireland fer quw ker 
than thev were in England, and the question 
was whether they were going to be held back 
by the people in England,-hecause they were 
not progressive enough. In Ireland they found 
themselves tied up with red tape and cast iron 
rules made in England, and it was-time that 
they took a step of their own. There would be 
opposition to this new union, bat they were 
prepered to deal with it, from whatever querter 
it came. 

Mr. J. 4. Redmond said that there were 
rumours that the new movement was a Sinn 
Fein plot, and also that it was run by the 
Transport Union, but it wae merely an honest 
attempt te nnite® all trades in the engineering 
industry. The union which (her were in- 
augurating hed been considered hy business 
men, and they were getting an overdraft from 
a bank in Dublin for ae much money as they 
might require. . 

r, P. F. McIntyre said that the mofement 
was necessary in thair own interests and in the
